fused to give way. 


Seats For Moslems, 


When the Committee met Sir 
Mohammed Shaft recalled that in 
the previous negotiations certain 
approaches to agreement ha 
. been made, but it was over repre- 
sensation in the Punjab and Ben- 
#Jl—where the Moslems are in 
the majority—that failure had 
occurred, He was now authorised 
by the Moslem delegation to make 
an offer ‘that, Punjab Moslems 
ghould have through communal 
electorates of 49 per cent. of the 
entire number of seats in the 
whole House and should have 
liberty to contest the special con- 
stituencies which it was proposed 
to create there. In Bengal, Mos- 
lems should have ‘through com- 
munal electorates of 46 per cent. 
representation in the whole House 
and the right to contest special 
constituencies there: . 

In so far as the minority pro- 
vinces were .concerned, Moslems 
should continue to enjoy the 
weightage they had at present 
through the separate electorates, 
similar weightage to be given to 
Hindus in the Sind and Sikhs in 
the North West Frontier Pro- 
vince. If at any time hereafter 
two-thirds of the representatives 
of any community in any Provin- 
cial Legislative Council or in the 
Centra] Legislative Council de- 
sire to give up their communal 
electorates and accept joint elec- 
torates, then thereafter the sys- 
tem of joint electorates could 
come into being in that particular 
provincial or Central Legislature, 
as the case might be. | 

The result of the proposal in 
Bengal would be that Moslems 
would remain in the permanent 
minority, ‘although they consti- 
tute the majority of the popula- 
tion, The special constituencies 
it was proposed to set up there 
were such that: Moslems could 
hope at least to secure only one 
zeat, namely, Dacca University. 
In the Punjab they might con-

Railways Taking Shares 
in Air Companies. . 


Both the Canadian National Rall- 
ways and the Canadian Pacjfic Rall- 
way acquire share in New Merger 
Organisation known as Canadian 
Airways Ltd. ° 

Following the preliminary ae 
as forecast’ in announcements 
several months ago, both the trans- 
continental railway companies In 
Canada‘ have now definitely enterdd 
the aviation arena In a rail-air lino 
service destined to be of very great 
importance in the development of 
transportation in Canada, By the 
endorsation of the Canadian Gov- 
ernment, in a recent order in Coun- 
cil, the Canadian National Railways 
has been enabled to participate with 
the Canadian Pacific Railway, 
Western Canada Airways Ltd, and 
the Aviation Corporation of Canada 
in the formation of a large com- 
pany to be known as Canadian Air- 
ways Ltd. 

Great Development Outlined. 

The Canadian National is pur- 
chasing 10,000 shares of the capital 
stock of Canadian Airways Ltd., aa 
investment of $250,000, The Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway is taking a 
similar interest. The total autho- 
rized capital is understood to bo 
200,000 shares. The contribution 
of the railways thus amounts to 
half a million dollars,’ a relatively 
amall investment to start with but 
indicative of the future in develop- 
ment of air transportatlon to co- 
ordinate with the railway services 


across Canada. 

The President of Canadian Alr- 
ways, Ltd. is Mr. James A. 
Richardson ‘of Winnipeg, head of 
the grain exporting firm of James 
Richardson & Son, During the 
past three or four years Mr. 
Richardson has been prominently 
identified with aviation develop- 
ment in Canada as the proprietor of 
Western Canada Airways, a great 
organisation which has spread its 
vervices over Western Canada/ and 
engaged in general commercial air 
transport over both charted and 
uncharted routes.

SURPLUS WHEAT IN 
INDIA. 


‘Cheaper Rail Freights: 
to Karachi. 


A Government of India com- 
munique says:—The oxistence in 
India of a large surplus of wheat 
eatimated at not leas than a million 
tons which even at the low prices 
at .present prevailing is unabla to 
find a market either within or out- 
side India has been engaging the 
anxlous consideration of the Gov- 
ernment of India, and neither they 
nor the Railway Board have falled 
to realise the serious effect on rail- 
way earnings of the losa of the 
traffic which in more normal condl- 
tions might reasonably be expected 
in this commodity. It seems pos- 
sible that if movement by rail to 
Karachi {s substantially cheaponed 
during the period before the large 
wheat crops antiripated in Aus- 
tralian and the Argentine come on 
the market early, ‘in .1931, some 
portion at any rate of the surplus 
Indian crop may be absorbed by 
export, and the North Western and 
East Indian Railway administra- 
tions have therefore decided, with 
the approval of the Government of 
‘India and the Railway Board, that 
the following reductions should be 
brought into force immediately 
and remaln in force until! February 
28, 1931:— 

On the North Western Railway 
in place of the presént c/k schedule 
the c/k schedule will apply to traffic 
booked to Karachi in full waggon 
loads for distances over that rafl- 
way of not less than 600 miles, 
The differential rule as regards the 
distance will apply for distances 
tess than 600 miles. On the East 
Indian Railway in place of the 
existing ¢/b and c/m schedules the 
c/r schedule will apply to traffic 
booked to Karachi in full waggon 
loads, except traffic originating at 
stations on the Bombay-Baroda and 
Central India Railway, the Bengal 
and North Western, Rallway and 
the Rohikund and Kumaon, Rail- 
ways. As an illnstration of the 
effect of this reduction the freight 
per mound from Lyallpur, to 
Karachi will be 6 annas 10-ples 
instead of 11 annas*8 ples ja} pre- 
sent charged. * 

The result of this action and the 
future position of the wheat market 
in India will be closely watched by 
the Government of India.

SHARE OF SHIPPING IN 
NATION’S INCOME.. 


Danger of Curtailing 
Overseas Trade. 


Speaking in the House of Com- 
mons, in mail week, on a motion 
calling attention to the position of 
the steel industry, Sir Robert Aske 
said the amount which the country 
derived from shipping as part of 
its national income was not less 
than 120 millions a year. 

That money went to purchase a 
large part of the food and tha 
luxuries we enjoyed, and which 
could not be obtained without such 
money. Therefore, anything which 
tended to reduce our exports or im- 
ports cut into that source of 
national income. ‘Those who spoke 
go freely about reducing our im- 
ports were striking a great blow 
at our national income. 

From the point of view of ship- 
building he said, they wanted tron 
and steel at the 
buying cheap iron and steel, and the 
reason why they bought foreign 
steel was cither because it suited 
their requirements or because it 
was cheap. If they could not get 
it at a cheap price they would have 


G]to curtail their forelyn contracts, 


Continuing, Sir Robert said that 
any interference in that respect 
was a denial of the rights’ of indus- 
trialists to buy. in the cheapest 
market, which was one of the prin- 
efples on which British industry 
was bound to reply. The ship- 
building industry was in dire 
straits, and any restriction on the 
Importation of foreign material 
that tend to increase the price of 
steel and iron would ruin it. 

The industry was only surviving 
with the greatest difficulty. During 
the last. five or six years a large 
number of contracts had. been ob- 
tained either because the cost of 
production was low or they had 
the organisation to deal with them.

Pact, Lord Lloyd remarked: “1 
think I am approximately. correct 
when I say that moat of the import~ 
ant signatories have largely in- 
ereased their armaments, while our 
Government alone has used this 
Pact az a pretext for pacifying 
their pacifists. . 

“Fs our present Navy adequate to 
the task of securing the territories | 
of the Empire at home and over- 
seas from enemy invasion or ug- 
gression?” he asked. ““That is the 
whole issue. There is no one who 
has studied, with cold impartiality, 
the. question, who imagines for a 
moment thut the Naval: Troaty 
which we have just signed can! 
give us sevurity; for the number of 
cruisers and | lesser vessels is, in 
the opinion of everyone qualified to 
express an opinion, totally inade- | 
quate to the task.” 

They would say, Lord: ‘Lloyd con- 
cluded, that the Treaty was signed 
and, our lot cast, so what was the ; 
use of criticizm, His reply was | 
that they could at least see that . 
our Government, of whatever 
Party, laid down and built to the 
full extent of the tonnage allowed 
to us in the Treaty, and that would 
be much gained towards our goal

It must be recognised that fre- 
quently timely diagnosis and 
trentment of psychic disorders 
may save the patient from incar- 
ceration in lunatic asylum. De- 
finite types of psycho-neuroscs 
may be diagnosed as forms of in- 
sanity, but the patient may be 
savéd and restored to efliciency 
by an early recognition af the 
nature of the illness and imme- 
diate treatment by — suitable 
psycho-therapy: The range of 
these possibilities is very wide,’ 
and the importance, therefore, of 
dealing with psycho-neurotic 
conditions at the earliest possible 
moment is demonstrated, 

One of the most common of 
mental diseases, known as the 
“anxiety neurosis,” is to be no- 
ticed among men and women every 
day, and in nearly every case all 
they are aware of are feelings of 
depression ‘and irritation, and a 
sense of hopelessness and in- 
feriority. By being placed in the 
hands of a qualified and capable 
psycho-analyst, their “neuroses” 
may be removed, allowing them 
to take up the battle of life as 
normal, happy, and efficient erca- 
tures, It is a matter of regret 
that the services of such a paycho- 
logist, who should also be a medi. 
ent man, are not obtainable in 
Hong Kong. The psycho-thera- 
pist is now as necessary in a large 
community ag the surgeon and 
the physician, whom: to a great 
extent he is replacing.

MOSLEMS’ NEW IDEA 

(Continued from Page 1.) 

The Conference’aims at securing.. 
a general agreement on the broad 
principles upon which tha constitu- 
tion should bo dvaftad, and it was 
not expected that complete unani- 
mity would be reached on alt points. 
Hopes that the Hindu-Moslem ques- 
tion might be settled hnve not so 
fay been realised, but the view is 
takén in Conference circles that tho 
absence of such settlement should 
not of necessity invalidate the work 
of bullding up the consitution. 

Communal Problem. 

Efforts to settle the communal 
problem have not been relaxed, and 
they will be the subject of further 
consideration at a mecting of the 
Minorities Sub-Committeo this 
afternoon. Last night, the Prime 
Minister, who is Chairman of this 
sub-committee, met the Aga Khan, 
who was accompanied by Sir 
Muhammad Shafi and Mt. Jinnah, 
who strongly urged that the Prime 
Minister's statement. of policy 
which is to be delivered ina few 
days should be accompanied by an 
unnouncement of satisfactory safe- 
guards for, the Moslem community. 
Meanwhile, three Hindu delegates 
—Messrs. Moonje, Jayakar ‘ant 
Tambe, in a letter to the Times, 
again“suggest that in view of the 
deadlock the commurial question be 
handed over to arbitration, They 
suggest ag suitable arbitrators Mr.

Our 
numbers are large, consequently 
there is always keen competition 
for the few available scholarships, 
Not infrequently girls leave 
school because the fee ean no 
longer be afforded.

Education for the Chinese girl 


{is still very much, in its infancy, 


but we feel that each year we 
thke & further step towards a 
fuller conception. One would like 
the girls themselves to realise 
more fully the real value of educa. 
tion, especially their education, 
which has: not the same aim as 
that of their brothers, ; 

The conception of family life in 
China does not’ bring the girl into 
the same’ struggle for existence, 
and, because of the part: she has 
to play in life, the plan of her 
education can be more idealistic, 
Examinations, though having a 
certain worth for her, should not 
be looked upon as the be-all end- 
all. She should not consider her 
cducation finished with the pass- 
ing of the Senior Local and the 
final closing of the school door, 
In reality it should prove a pre- 
paration for the life now before 
her; it should colour the long 
hours of leisure that await her in 
her home. It is at this moment 
when school life is finished that 
she should realise the value of 
the school training and be able to 
apply it in the direction of 
thought, in restraint and self- 
control, in being able happily and 
worthily to fill her time. One 
would like the girls to know that 
“the object of education is not 
particular knowledges; there fs a 
higher aim lying at the rear of 
all that the acquisition of what 
may be called wisdom, namely, 
sound appreciation and just deci- 
sion as to all objects that come 
around them, and the habit of be- 
having with~ justive, candour, 
clear insight, and loyal adherence 
to fact.” 

Sir Chow’s Address. 


Addressing the gathering in 
English, Sir Chow said that he be- 
lieved that it was ugual at pre- 
sentation of prizes at schools for 
the distributor or giver away of the 
prizes to address the audience in 
English.

CAR COSTS. 


Sacrifice Speed for 
Economy. — 


The twopence a gallon increase 
fo the price of fuel imposes on 
every motorist an added burden, 
which, if a car averages 10,000 
miles and 20 miles a gallon, 
amounts to £4/4/ s year, To com- 
bat this added running cost the 
‘owner has an opportunity in the 
average car of reducing his ‘care 
buretter setting, and in this way 
reducing his fuel bill by extracting 
more miles' of running from each 
gallon of fuel. 


Few motorists appear to realise 
that to ‘obtain reasonable petro! 
economy, brakes must be free of 
the drums, wheels correctly align- 
ed and proper tyre pressures main- 
tained. Assuming that these 
pointe have received attention, and- 
that the engine is in reasonably 
good order, the carburetter adjust- 
menta then can be taken’ in ‘hand. 

It is not generally - appreciated 

_ that a car engine. operates most

Compression is another factor 
which plays a large part in econo- 
mical running,.s0 valves, piston 
rings and other components must 
be kept. as gas-tight as possible. 
The mechanically inclined owntr- 
driver can obtain better resulta by 
raising the compression ratio of 
his engine by fitting thinner cylin- 
der, head .gaskets, but a limiting 
factor ia encountered in this direc- 
tion, as a very high compression 
may cause detonation or “pinking.”

WORLD'S RECORD. 


Plans of “ Wizard” - 
Smith’s Racer. 


Mr. Norman Smith the Auastra- 
lian contender for the world’s 
speed record over a flying mile, 
reports that the Fred H. Stewart 
Special, which Don Harkneas, the 
Sydney engineer, is building for 
an attempt early next year in New 
Zenland, is progressing satisfac- 
torily.

STEERING CONTROL. 


Owing to the steering gear fail- 
jog a man was killed in London by 
a car driven by the youthful 
daughter of a well-known member 
of Parliament.

--High Temperature 
Affects Engines. 


Motorists will be surprised to 
learn that it [s computed that 
about one car in every five loses 
engine efficiency in some degree 
owing to petrol gas forming {fn the 
fuel line’ The cause of this 
trouble is usually owing to the 
petrol Jead running too close 
to the pipe, or | carburetter, 
or the vacuum tank js over- 
heated owing to high tem- 
perature under the bonnet; 
this haa a tendency to, boii petrol 
and the resulting gas forms into 
bubbles, that interrupt .the even 
flow of petrol. This causes tho 
engine to lose power, misfire, and 
even sometimes. to stop entirely 
owing to fuel starvation. In 
Australia, with its high summer 
temperatures, it will surpride many 
car owners to learn that at about 
90 degrees ‘atmospheric tempera: 


.[ture, the -heat-under’ the bonnet

SEQUEL TO INTERNATIONAL Hose 
CONGRESS. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 16. 

Carrying the story of America’s 
highways to the fdr corners of tho 
globe, some 250 builders and 
administrators of the world high- 
ways have returned home from tha 
western hemisphere to take up 
their duties with renewed vigour, 
the direct result of 18 days’ first 
hand ingpectidn of road systems in 
various states of the Union as 
guests of the Highway Education 
Board, 

As official delegates to the sixth 
International Road Congress, held 
in Washington from October 6 to 
1L at the invitation of the United 
States, these men were invited by 
the Board to participate in one of 
three post-Congress tours of insapec- 
tion of highway  coristruction and 

@ transportation. Each tour provided 
for .studying slightly different pro- 
blems of construction and traffic 
and thus delegates ‘were able to 
select the route providing condl- 
tions most similar to those found In 
their own countries. 

Heavy traffic, high type roads 
and « densely populated, industrial 
urea Were inspected by Tour No. 1, 
going through New Jersey, Peanayl- 
vanin, New York, parts of New 
England and Ohio. Low cost roads, 

‘mountain highways, Ught to 
medium heavy traffic in a warm 
and what ig primarily an agricul- 
tural but growing industrial area 
were provided by Tour No, 2, 
travelling through the states of 

‘Virginian, | North and South 
Carolina, Georgin and Florida, 
while Tour No, 3, moving from 
Washington to South Bend, Indiana, 
through Chicago and the states of 
Wisconsin, ‘ Minnesota, Iowa, Mis- 
souri and Illinois, offered the dele- 
gates both light and heavy traffic 
over varying. types of roads, built 
to withstand the cold temperatures 

4 uf the Northwest. 

Appetites Whetted. 

Whetted by the deliberations” of 
the Congress, the delegates’ ap- 

+ petites for the survey of American 
road construction methods were 
high when the tours left Washing- 
ton, one north, one west and one 
south: In each State they were 
accompaniéd by engineers from the 
State highway departments’ who ex- 
plained details of the various types 
of construction over which they 
moved. Each delegate was given a 
log book containing descriptions of 
the cost, construction, traffic density 
and other information. On the 
several State road systems, sections 
of road were identified by signs 
placed along the roadside by State 
highway - departments and as the 
buses rolled along, the delegates 
jotted down notes, talked with 
each other and observed keenly. 

These notes, frequently expanded 
after stopping for the night, will 
be supplemented 
taken by official photographers ac- 
companying the tours, These men 
had special instructions to photo- 
graph construction operations, in- 
cluding machinery, construction 
stages, topography and other cssen- 
tials. : 
"With travel worrles eliminated 
and care of baggage delegated to an 
assistant manager who had it wait- 
ing inthe rooms when the delegates 
arrived at their hotel, everyone was 
able to attend wholeheartedly to tho 
business In hand; the examination 
of a new type of surface, the obser- 
vation of a special labour-saving 
device or the question of building 
a ‘base for a heavy-traiflie road 
through swampland, such as was 
encountered in Georgia and Florida. 

Activitles during a typical day 
and the impressions formed are welt 
illustrated by the following ab- 
stracta from the diary of one of the 
participants: 

Some Impresalons, : 

“To-day we stopped by a road in

miles further along we stopped for 
an ingpection. 
Pleasing Revelations, 

“Turning off the.main highway, 
it was not long before we started 
up the mountain side over an excel- 
lent road. Curves not too sharp, 
plenty of room to pass other cars, 
amooth surface, sides excellently 
marked and = protected by guard 
raids and a grade that is univer- 
sally approved, these were pleasing 
revelations to many of 03. Autumn 
hues of brown, red, orange, yellow 
and green faded off to a purplisr 
gray haze. All in ail, the morning 
drive was delightful. 

“During the afternoon we pulled 
up in the centre square of Lenoir 
where every one in the town had 
collected. Upon alighting we were 
informed that refreshments awalt- 
ed us, being provided by the local 
Chamber ‘of Commerce. We were 
quite moved by this ‘hospitable 
welcome which came so unexpected- 
ly. The townspeople were truly 
gencrous in their welcome. 

“Made Asheville to-night about 7 
o'clock, At the city limits we were 
met by a squad of local motor cycle 
Police, thus considerably nugment- 
ing those already with us, The 
way was cleared for our entrance 
into the city and passage through 
its streets, just ag it had been all 
day in the country.. Cars, whether 
going or coming, are required to 
pull to the side of the road until 
our motorcar has passed, and 
thanks to the. efficient aid of the 
state highway patrol, we make ex- 
cellent speeds,”* 

As eech day on each tour brought 
new conditions, new types of con- 
struction, new incidents, each of the 
250 members assimilated some new 
information about America, its 
roads, its people, its industry, and 
its countryside, 

Those in the Western Tour, 


Jearned that Chicayo has beautiful 


boulevards anda parks; that: Mil- 
waukée, once famous for its beer, 
manufactures great quantities of 
road building equipment; and that 
St. Paul and Minneapolis are large 
industrial cities. New York, the 
world's financial mart, Schenectady 
and its electrical works, Buffalo and 
Cleveland with their varied indus- 
tries, were visited by delegates on 
the northern tour, while those 
travelling south passed through the 
beautiful Blue Ridge mountains 
and visited the thriving centres of 
Roanoke and Winston-Salem, Char- 
lotte and Columbia, Charleston and 
Savannah, and the fertile fields of 
Florida. All learned that resulta 
are not the only criterion by which 


Americans judge and that hospit- 


ality still ia cherished in the hearts 
of the people. : 
Trafiic Control Inspected. 

All three tours ended at Detroit, 
the Southern Tour going there 
from Palm Beach’ by train. As 
guests of the automobile manufac- 
turers of the Detroit district for 
several days, delegates inspected 
trafic control, manfacturing plants, 
the international tunnel to Wind- 
sor, and automobile testing grounds. 
After this the tours proceeded by 
train via: Niogara Falls to New 
York where they were disbanded. 

Although some 60 national .and 
colonial governments were repre- 
sented on the three tours, difficul- 
ties of language were overcome 
through the co-operation of the 
Departments jot State and Com- 
merce. The former attached a 


number of its consular officers and: 


the latter several members of its 
foreign service, then home on leave, 
to each tour. The United States 
Bureau of Public . Roads also 
furnished two engineers for each 
tour and other members of the 
staffe, including photographers.

It is The little economies, the 
daily development of some new and 
better .way of dolng a job, that 
makes, pogsthle the porlodic reduc- 
tions in rd car prices, the in- 
creasing of wages, and the constant 
improvement of the car itself. 
Quantity production alone, accord- 
ing to Ford officials could not do it. 

In the plants of the Ford Motor 
Company the employees, from the 
highest officials to the more pro- 
gressive of the machine operators, 
are always trying to improva 
methods of manufacture. Typify- 
ing the Ford idea, that nothing is 
permanent but change, they. cast 
precedent to the winds, Because a 
thing has never been done beforo 
is no reason, they feel, why it 
should not be done now. 

For Instance, push rods made in 
two pieces with heads of chilled 
iron formerly were purchased from 
other concerns, Engineers of tha 
Ford Motor Company developed a 
new iron, The push rods aré now 
made in one piece, with the result 
that they give better service at a 
cost of 146 cents legs per rod. 
Since there, are eight rods to a cat? 
that is a saving of 11. 68 cents on 
each car produced. 

The reservolr for the Houdaille 
shock absorber, which weighs one 
pound eight and one half ounces, 
formerly waa machined from a 
rough forging weighing three 
pounds six ounces. Secking a sim: 
pler way of making this part, Ford 
employees contrived to shape it 
from a casting weighing one pound 
thirteen ounces. Asa result only 
four and one half ounces have to 
be machined ‘from the casting, 
wherens formerly it was necessary 
to machine nearly, two pounds from 
the forging. This represents a 
considerable saving: but on top of 
it ia a reduction of six cents in the 
original cost. of each reservoir, or 
twenty four cents on a car. 

New methods for machining the 
fly wheel permitted the elimination 
of a number of expensive machines 
and tools, considerably reduced re- 
pairs to machinery, and at the same 
time increased production 1,000 
wheels per ‘shift. The saving 
amounted to $1,062 a day. 

Formerly the fender bracket waa 
a forging. Someone suggested 9 
change in its design so that a got]. 
rolled strip could be used. This 
resulted In increased strength and 
rigidity and at the same time 
afforded a saving of 66.4 cents per 
ear, 

A change in the milling of the 
cylinder block resulted in a variety 
of economies. The output of the 

mills was increased 20 per cent: the 
remilling of blocks to remove rough 
surfaces, which formerly ran ‘about 
10 por cent, was elimfnated: ten 
men were ‘transferred to other 
work: and cutter heads were chang- 
ed only three times a day inatead 
of 100 times. 

These are but a few of the manu- 
facturing economies effected be- 


"tween last November when prices 


were cut and the minimum wage 
raised to $7 a day and June 1 when 
prices ,were reduced again. But 
they serve to illustrate how it {3 
that the Ford Motor Company can 
apparently wipe out all profits and 
yet make money.
